S o m e t h i n g of a .Herniation has boon caused by the announce­ 
ment in Eastern papers that white Germany is whining that she 
is unable to meet reparations payments, and is seeking a billion 
dollar international loan, slit1 in the meantime is'buying for gold 
in the United States more than she ever bought from us in her en­ 
tire history. 
Official facts and figures have revealed this anomalous state of 
affairs, much to the surprise of everyone. 
In IOLI, when the 
World war broke out, Germany purchased the “peak” total of 
$344,797,267 worth of raw materials and manufactured products 
in America. 
In 1921 the German purchasers here reached the 
record total of $372,325,232. 
At the recorded monthly rate of 
her purchases thus far in 1922, Germany is likely to buy on an 
even heavier scale this year. 
It is declared that she is today tak­ 
ing about one-half of America’s entire export of copper. 
These 
facts and figures we find in the Public Ledger-Duluth Herald 
Washington Service. 
It is natural that, as German trade operations in the United 
States have been steadily increasing during tho last two years, 
wonder has grown as to the source of such vast purchasing power. 
The question was, where did Germany get the money? This ques­ 
tion hats been answered. According to the Herald correspondent 
German1 revenue for buying purposes in this country is derived 
from the sale of almost countless' billions of worthless German 
mark currency. 
Fabulously large gold credits have been estab­ 
lished, against which Germany is able to draw for commodity 
purchases. 
Washington officials are, of course, unable to give the exact 
amount of booty the Germans have acquired, but roughly esti­ 
mate it at not less than $900,000,090 and say ii may total as much 
as $1,500,000,000. 
The par value of the German mark is a 
fraction over 22 c e n t s , but is now worth less than one cent. 
It is 
no wonder, theiefore, that the sale abroad of German paper marks, 
and mark securities, was designated by Prof. Cassel!, a distin­ 
guished Swedish economist participating in the Genoa conference, 
as “the greatest swindle in history.” 
There are always people lo be found who can be induced to 
invest in “gold brick” or “wild cat” schemes of the most improb­ 
able character. The purchasers of these worthless German marks 
probably consist of two classes, however, those who invest as a 
gamble or speculation, and people of German birth or German 
descent, arri other German sympathizers, who sincerely desire to 
assist in the rehabilitation of that country.

“THE TIU T il ABO! T HENRY ED RD” 


A STATEMENT to the effect that Henry Ford had donated to 
the United States Treasury approximately $29,000,000 in war 
profits appears in a biography cf Mr. Ford, entitled, “The Truth 
About Henry Ford.” This surprising statement at once attracted 
general attention, and an investigation by Treasury officials fol­ 
lowed, which proved conclusively that Ford had returned no war 
profits or any sum whatever to the government. ' 
Replying to Secretary Melton's request, for an explanation 
of the statement, the Detroit manufacturer’s secretary wrote that 
Mr. Ford disclaimed all responsibility for the statement tis to 
alleged reimbursement of the government. 
In other words he 
practically acknowledged that he did not donate his war profits 
to the government, as asserted by his biographer. 
From this it would appear that “The Truth About Henry 
Ford” is not an infallibly truthful biography. But we doubt very 
much if Mr. Ford will have a slip labeled “Errata” 'inserted at tile 


war profits to the government, as asserted by his biographer on 
such and such a page, but retained them. Nor do we believe that 
he wk ll still turn in the $29,000,000, and thus make the error noth­ 
ing more serious than one of time. Notwithstanding Mr. Ford’s 
explanation, however, the public is not yet prepared to believe 
that the author of the book would make such an important state­ 
ment in Mr. Ford’s biography without obtaining such informa­ 
tion from that gentleman.
